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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  town  has  experienced  the  largest  gravel  removal 
in  its  history.  Thirteen  gravel  permits  have  been  issued 
by  the  Selectmen  in  accordance  with  the  current 
requirements  of  the  zoning  ordinance.  We  believe  that  a 
gravel  regulating  ordinance  is  good  for  the  town.  Land 
must  not  be  denuded  to  the  point  where  it  cannot  be 
used  except  through  extensive  reclamation  projects.  The 
Planning  Board  has  included  four  zoning  amendments  in 
the  warrant.  These  amendments  will  appear  on  the 
ballot  so  that  the  voters  may  express  their  views 
concerning  their  adoption.  Your  Selectmen  unani- 
mously support  adoption  of  the  amendments  to  the 
zoning  ordinance.  We  feel  strongly  that  we  have  an 
obligation  to  the  future  generations  in  preserving  some 
of  the  good  features  of  our  countryside  and  not  create 
eyesores  for  them.  We  also  feel  that  the  equity  of 
property  owners  should  not  be  jeopardized  by  indiscri- 
minate use  of  land  other  than  as  provided  in  the  zoning 
ordinance  and  subdivision  regulations.  Copies  of  the 
complete  text  of  the  proposed  zoning  amendments  are 
available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  N.H.  has  heard  the  challenge 
of  our  zoning  ordinance  as  applicable  to  trailers.  A 
decision  is  expected  in  the  near  future.  The  marked 
increase  in  legal  expense  to  the  town  should  be  noted. 
Legal  costs  in  running  the  town's  business  will  continue 
to  increase  as  additional  requirements  are  imposed  upon 
municipalities  by  the  General  Court.  The  new  industries 
acquired  by  Greenland  during  the  past  year  will  prove  to 
be  of  great  benefit  to  the  taxpayers.  The  additional  tax 
revenue,  in  our  opinion,  should  be  used  to  defray  a 
capital  improvements  program  such  as  the  land  pur- 
chased by  the  town  last  year.  We  will  continue  to 
encourage  selected  industries  which  do  not  impose 
severe  service  demands  on  the  town. 
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An  article  in  the  warrant  includes  appropriations  for 
an  architectural  study  for  a  land  contrive  best  suited  to 
the  properties  owned  by  the  town  i.e.,  cemetery,  dump, 
school,  gravel  bank  and  field.  The  purpose  of  the  study 
is  to  establish  the  maximum  depth  of  excavation  and 
final  slopes  so  that  when  the  gravel  is  sold  possible  late 
land  fill  will  not  be  required.  An  estimate  of  cost  for  the 
study  is  $800.  This  item  appears  in  the  warrant  and  is 
also  included  in  the  budget  as  anticipated  town  charge. 

The  next  important  business  to  be  determined  by  the 
taxpayers  is  the  appropriation  of  $8250  to  prepare  a 
Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  town.  The  Board  of 
Selectmen  joined  the  Planning  Board  in  reviewing  three 
proposals  made  by  three  different  Planning  Consultant 
firms.  The  three  firms  were  selected  by  the  Planning 
Board  from  a  list  of  planning  consulting  firms  which 
have  been  approved  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department 
of  Resources  and  Economic  Development.  A  Compre- 
hensive Plan  will  provide  for  a  study  of  the  desirable 
features  of  the  town,  its  topography  and  soil  limitations 
together  with  the  sources  of  pressure  affecting  the 
growth  of  the  area.  A  growth  plan  and  the  necessary 
changes  to  the  zoning  ordinance  to  carry  out  the  plan 
will  make  the  community  a  better  place  in  which  to  live, 
work,  and  play  not  only  when  the  ultimate  growth  is 
achieved  but  also  during  its  various  phases.  It  should  be 
noted  that  Greenland  is  the  only  member  town  of  the 
South  Eastern  N.H.  Regional  Planning  Commission 
which  does  not  have  a  Comprehensive  Plan.  The 
Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board  believe  that  it  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  Greenland  to  have  a  Comprehensive 
Plan  so  that  its  interests  can  be  protected  properly 
during  Regional  deliberations.  It  is  believed  that  the 
town's  interests  can  only  be  protected  if  the  interests 
are  defined.  The  Selectmen  strongly  support  this  project 
together  with  the  Planning  Board  and  consider  this  to  be 
the  key  to  the  successful  growth  of  Greenland  if  we  are 
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to  avoid  becoming  an  urban  sprawl  as  one  sees  around 
larger  cities.  The  estimate  for  a  Comprehensive  Plan  has 
been  included  in  the  budget  as  town  charges;  it  is  item 
1 4  in  the  warrant. 

The  situation  regarding  dogs  at  large  has  improved 
during  the  past  year.  The  efforts  of  the  Dog  Officer,  Mr. 
Paul  Barnes,  contributed  directly  to  the  marked  im- 
provement noted;  the  Selectmen  are  of  the  opinion  that 
Mr.  Barnes'  services  were  outstanding. 

The  Selectmen  would  also  iike  to  express  recognition 
of  the  cooperation  which  has  existed  among  the  various 
Boards  and  appointed  Town  Officers.  We  believe  that 
only  by  working  together  and  by  communicating  with 
each  other  can  the  best  contributions  be  made  for  the 
good  of  the  community. 

The  new  town  office  has  been  a  great  improvement  in 
the  administration  of  town  affairs.  The  function  of  tax 
collecting  will  be  conducted  from  this  office.  Additional 
space  will  be  required  in  the  future  and  it  is  envisioned 
that  a  new  town  building  will  be  erected  on  the  land 
purchased  by  the  town  last  year.  A  new  town  building 
together  with  the  means  of  funding  will  be  a  capital 
improvement  item  in  the  Comprehensive  Plan. 

The  recommendation  for  a  water  line  extension  on 
Portsmouth  Avenue  which  was  submitted  by  the  Water 
Board  last  month,  was  deferred  by  the  Selectmen.  It  is 
believed  that  the  extension  of  water  lines  should  be 
considered  in  the  light  of  the  conclusions  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  Comprehensive  Plan  for  Greenland. 
The  recommendations  for  water  line  extensions  as 
contained  in  the  Comprehensive  Plan  will  be  included  in 
the  warrant  in  March  1971.

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REPORT  OF  THE  GREENLAND  VOLUNTEER 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1969 

During  the  year  1969  the  Greenland  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  responded  to  a  total  of  59  calls  for 
assistance  of  all  types.  This  was  an  increase  of  1  call  over 
the  58  received  in  1968. 

Property  damage  was  larger  than  in  previous  years 
due  to  the  fire  at  the  Week's  family  homestead  on 
Bayside  Road  July  31,  1969.  Built  during  the  1700's  the 
house  contained  valuable  heirlooms  dating  back  to  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Although  the  barn  and  connecting 
shed  was  completely  destroyed  through  the  prompt 
response  of  the  Mutual  Aid  System  a  portion  of  the 
main  house  was  saved  and  the  fire  was  prevented  from 
spreading  to  surrounding  property.  Due  to  the  hay  and 
lumber  stored  on  the  premises  the  Fire  Department  had 
to  return  to  the  scene  and  wet  down  the  ruins  on  several 
occasions  before  the  fire  was  completely  out. 

The  majority  of  other  calls  were  for  the  usual 
seasonal  grass  and  woods  fires  with  the  B  &  M  Railroad 
providing  the  most  fires  of  this  type.  An  increase  of 
these  types  of  fires  were  also  noted  along  Rte.  No.  95 
this  year  especially  in  the  rest  areas. 

One  fatality  was  noted  when  the  driver  of  a 
tractor-trailer  was  killed  when  his  vehicle  over  turned 
and  caught  fire  near  the  Ocean  Road  over-pass  on  Rte. 
No.  95.

Also  purchased  during  the  year  by  the  members  of 
the  Greenland  Volunteer  Fire  Department  at  no  expense 
to  the  town  was  a  used  pumper  from  the  Town  of 
Wolcott,  Conn.  This  truck  is  a  1952  American  LaFrance 
equipped  with  a  500  g.pm.  pump,  750  gallon  water  tank 
and  300  ft.  booster  reel.  This  truck  was  purchased  from 
money  in  Fire  Department  Truck  Fund  plus  a  loan  from 
a  local  bank.  This  track  was  purchased  to  replace  the 
1931  Studebaker  (Eng.  No.  2)  which  was  in  need  of 
extensive  repairs.  The  new  truck  was  used  at  the  Weeks 
Fire  where  it  proved  its  worth. 

During  the  year  members  of  the  Department  have 
continued  their  training^ith  2  classes  being  conducted 
this  year  by  the  New  Hampshire  Fire  Institute  at  the 
local  Fire  Station.  This  represented  an  additional  900 
man  hours  plus  the  time  members  spend  on  1  drill  a 
month.  Members  also  attended  the  Fire  Chiefs  Training 
School  at  the  Meadowood  Drill  Yard,  Fitzwilliam,  N.H. 

Members  also  participated  in  combined  area  drills 
with  the  towns  of  Stratham  and  New  Castle,  also  2  drills 
held  at  the  Rockingham  County  Farm  in  Brentwood. 
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On  October  5,  1969  the  local  Department  partici- 
pated in  the  Annual  Parade  and  Demonstration  for  Fire 
Prevention  Week  held  at  Exeter,  N.H.  The  local  Depart- 
ment was  assigned  the  task  of  demonstrating  the  use  of 
a  Deck  Gun  with  water  being  supplied  by  Tank  Trucks. 

With  the  addition  of  the  500  gallon  pumper  the  Fire 
Department  has  removed  Eng.  No.  1  temporarily  from 
service  in  order  to  put  this  truck  in  good  operating 
condition  for  the  grass  fire  season. 

To  new  residents  of  the  town,  if  you  have  bought 
existing  property  or  built  new  property  the  Fire 
Department  would  appreciate  it  if  you  would  drop  us  a 
card  with  your  name  and  street  number.  If  you  do  not 
have  a  number  the  Fire  Department  will  be  glad  to 
number  your  house.

Along  with  other  towns  throughout  the  area  the 
Town  of  Greenland  had  the  problem  of  "Bomb  Scares" 
at  the  school  this  year.  This  creates  a  problem  for  the 
Fire  Department,  inasmuch  as  the  Firemen  have  to  be 
called  from  their  place  of  work,  usually  at  a  loss  of  pay 
for  the  time  absent  from  their  work.  Therefore  they  are 
reluctant  to  answer  calls  of  this  nature  as  their  em- 
ployer's get  kind  of  fed  up  and  a  situation  or  real 
emergency  could  arise  when  they  are  really  needed  and 
not  be  allowed  to  respond  from  their  place  of  work. 

The  Officers  and  Men  of  the  Greenland  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for 
their  donations  and  continued  support  of  our  various 
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activities  throughout  the  year.  Also  to  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment Auxiliary  for  their  continued  efforts  in  our  behalf. 

The  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  would  again  like  to 
call  attention  to  the  existence  of  the  State  Law 
requiring  a  permit  for  the  installation  and  operation  of 
Oil  Burners.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too 
many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding 
smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused 
most  of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would 
be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that 
govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these 
laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an 
incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  Industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own 
property  with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On 
another's  property  with  written  permission  of  the 
landowner  and  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The 
Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area. 
Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White  Mountain 
National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not 
required  in  public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where 
fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.      For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
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60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  willfully  or 
recklessly  that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  max- 
imum fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1) 
above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near 
woodland,  maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  period  1  January  1969  and  31  December 
1969,  the  Planning  Board  held  28  meetings,  reviewed  9 
plot  plans  and  four  subdivisions,  prepared  four  new 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  held  two 
public  hearings  on  these  amendments  as  required  by 
State  Statutes.  The  following  articles  will  be  presented 
to  the  voters  of  Greenland  by  inclusion  in  the  official 
ballot  on  1 0  March  1 970: 

Article  XVI       "Quarries,     Gravel,    Sand,    Loam    and 

Borrow  Pits" 
Article  XVII     "Junk  Yard  Regulations". 
Article  XVIII    "Private  Disposal  Sites". 
Article  XIX       "Out  of  Town  Refuse". 

Official  copies  of  the  complete  proposed  articles  are 
available  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office;  copies  will  also  be 
on  display  to  the  voters  on  the  day  of  the  town  meeting. 
The  text  of  the  official  copies  is  essentially  the  same  as 
the  text  of  copies  which  were  distributed  by  board 
members,  to  the  residents  for  the  3  November  1969 
Public  Hearing.  You  are  urged  to  have  a  voice  in  the 
regulations  of  your  town.  Exercise  your  Privilege  and 
Vote! 

The  Planning  Board  voted  to  explore  the  preparation 
of  a  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  town.  It  is  the  sense  of 
the  Board  that  a  Comrehensive  Plan  is  necessary  in  order 
that  private  and  public  development  of  our  community 
can  take  place  harmoniously  by  preserving  the  best 
features  of  the  town  and  its  resources. 

It  should  be  noted  that  Greenland  is  the  only  town 
member  of  the  Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional 
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Planning  Commission  which  does  not  have  a  Compre- 
hensive Plan.  A  number  of  approved  (by  the  N.H. 
Department  Resources  and  Economic  Development) 
Planning  Consultants  have  been  interviewed  by  the 
Planning  Board  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  firm 
which  submits  the  most  reasonable  proposal  in  the  view 
of  both  boards,  will  be  selected  contingent  upon 
approval  of  Article  14  in  the  warrant.  The  Compre- 
hensive Plan  and  the  required  updating  of  Zoning 
Ordinances  to  carry  out  the  plan  is  considered  to  be  the 
most  important  matter  to  be  developed  in  the  immedi- 
ate future.  The  voters  of  Greenland  can  either  have  a 
community  which  is  developed  through  the  guidance  of 
a  studied  plan  or  they  can  have  a  community  which  is 
suburban  sprawl  such  as  can  be  seen  around  our  large 
cities.  Support  of  Article  14  is  strongly  recommended 
by    the    concensus    of    both    boards.

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REPORT  OF  THE 
SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  new  school  year  began  with  a  Union-wide  faculty 
meeting  at  the  Area  Junior  High  School  on  Tuesday, 
September  2,  1969.  Classes  opened  for  instruction  on 
Wednesday,  September  3,  1969. 

The  Greenland  Central  School  opened  this  year  with. 
330  pupils,  an  increase  of  17  pupils  over  the  beginning 
of  school  a  year  ago.  This  represents  a  10V£%  increase 
compared  with  1 .3%  a  year  ago. 

A  heavy  and  unexpected  in-migration  of  families 
during  the  summer  of  1969  accounted  for  an  un- 
precedented jump  in  enrollment  when  school  opened  in 
September,  1969.  It  was  apparent  during  the  first  week 
of  school  that  an  additional  teacher  would  have  to  be 
employed  if  normal  classes  were  to  continue  in  the 
upper  grades.  First  grade  overcrowding  would  have  to  be 
lived  with  for  another  year.  Population  growth  has 
accelerated  and  accentuated  the  need  for  additional 
space  at  the  school.  It  seems  important  that  the 
community  should  engage  in  early  study  of  its  future 
needs  regarding  classroom  space,  The  new  Minimum 
Standards  for  Elementary  Schools  will  place  new  bur- 
dens upon  the  community  to  upgrade  local  schools.

The  Christmas  program  by  the 
7th  and  8th  grade  was  well  received.  Mrs.  Layton  and 
Mr.  Walker  are  commended  for  their  efforts. 

Appreciation  is  due  to  Mrs.  Carter,  Mr.  Miller,  Mr. 
Demo,  and  Mr.  Farnsworth  for  their  help  with  the  after 
school  athletic  program. 

The  volunteer  teacher  aides  program  is  well  underway 
at  Central  School.  Mr.  Haight  extends  his  thanks  to  all 
those  who  have  assisted  the  staff  so  graciously. 

Two  key  persons  who  are  of  direct  assistance  to  the 
Superintendent  in  providing  leadership  and  supervision 
of  the  school  in  Union  1 6  are  the  Teacher  Consultant 
and  the  new  Business  Administrator.  Their  comments 
follow: 

The  role  of  the  Teacher  Consultant  continues  to  be 
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one  that  encompasses  many  areas.  His  activities  include: 
Observing  and  participating  in  classroom  work;  helping 
teachers  and  pupils  with  techniques,  methods,  materials, 
and  other  activities  which  affect  the  learning  process; 
interpreting  and  using  the  findings  of  research;  working 
with  curriculum  committees  for  future  curriculum 
adoptions  in  our  schools;  encouraging  pilot  studies  of 
promising  new  materials;  appraising  educational  pro- 
gress; and  providing  teachers  with  the  latest  information 
and  ideas  in  multi-media  techniques  for  classroom 
instruction. 

Two  major  factors  are  affecting  the  learning  processes 
in  our  schools  today.  The  first  is  the  concept  that 
instruction  is  becoming  more  and  more  an  indivi- 
dualized procedure;  and,  secondly,  that  multi-media 
techniques  are  taking  an  active  role  in  the  total 
instructional  picture. 

As  Teacher  Consultant,  the  above  paragraph  holds  a 
major  key  to  my  work.  We  are  living  in  the  midst  of  a 
revolution  in  education,  and  curriculum  is  the  most 
important  battle  line  of  that  revolution.  School  curri- 
culum in  a  democratic  society  is  the  result  of  a 
continuous  interplay  of  ideas  among  individuals  and 
groups  of  individuals  who  concern  themselves  with  the 
future  of  society.  We  are  using  the  curriculum 
study-committee  technique  in  our  schools.  It  is  through 
this  process  that  we  have  our  present  new  modern  math 
program,  a  changed  social  studies  curriculum,  a  new 
parent  report  system,  a  transitional  program  for  imma- 
ture first  graders,  our  present  testing  program,  and  we 
are  currently  completing  an  extensive  study  in  science 
education,  Grades  One  to  Twelve. 

"Involvement"  is  the  key  word.  It  does  not  just 
happen.  It  has  been  planned.  Ideas  are  encouraged  in 
committee  work.  The  adoption  and  implementation  of 
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the  new  program  as  well  as  evaluation  still  remains  a 
major  function  of  the  Teacher  Consultant's  role. 

This  new  program  is  the  result  of  "best  judgements" 
of  the  committee  members  based  on  the  evidence  (data, 
opinions,  research,  study,  pilot  program)  available  at  the 
time  of  the  curriculum  decision.  The  next  step  requires 
that  the  total  staff  be  informed,  and  usually  the  Teacher 
Consultant  becomes  involved  with  an  inservice  program 
for  the  teachers  before  the  new  ideas  come  forth  in  the 
form  of  instruction  to  children  in  the  classroom.  Even 
after  these  decisions  and  implementations,  the  process 
continues. 

This  curriculum  function  requires  active  involvement 
by  the  Teacher  Consultant.  He  has  a  key  role  to  play  all 
along  the  process  of  curriculum  change  and  implemen- 
tation. Therefore,  I  felt  an  explanation  of  this  area  of 
school  work  was  important  enough  to  share  with  you  in 
this  report.  I  will  continue  to  spend  as  much  time  as 
possible  working  with  curriculum  committees;  reviewing 
research;  studying  data;  carrying  out  pilot  studies;  and 
providing  teachers  with  ideas  and  materials  for  imple- 
mentation of  new  programs  in  the  schools  of  this  Union.

I  should  like  to  say  at  the  outset  that  I  am  very 
pleased  to  have  been  selected  your  first  Business 
Administrator  in  Union  No.  16. 

These  first  months  have  been  taken  with  gradually 
moving  into  succeeding  areas  for  which  I  am  responsible 
in  order  to  gain  systematically  a  clear  insight  into  the 
many  and  varied  facets  of  the  position.  Dr.  Adamo  and 
Mrs.  Collishaw  have  assisted  me  greatly  in  these  first 
months  and  I  give  much  credit  to  them  for  enabling  me 
to  "settle  in"  to  the  position  with  relative  ease. 
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As  Business  Administrator  my  duties  involve  basically 
the  following:  accounting,  preparation-  of  budgets, 
purchasing,  supervision  of  repairs  and  maintenance  of 
school  facilities,  supervision  of  pupil  transportation  and 
lending  assistance  to  the  Supervisory  Union  and  the 
School  Districts  comprising  the  Union  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  their  business  and  financial  affairs.  I  strongly 
feel  that  together  with  all  the  foregoing  is  the  very 
critical  responsibility  to  see  that  our  school  system  is 
operated  in  the  most  efficient  and  economical  manner 
possible.  With  the  increasing  demands  being  placed  on 
property  owners  in  the  form  of  rising  taxes,  it  becomes 
more  essential  than  ever  to  get  true  value  for  every 
dollar  spent. 

One  obvious  area  in  which  efficiency  is  demanded  is 
that  of  purchasing.  With  this  in  mind  I  intend  to  involve 
the  entire  Union  in  as  much  group  purchasing  as  is 
practical.  Much  of  what  we  use  in  our  schools  can  be 
readily  standardized  and  purchased  jointly.  This  applies 
to  supplies  and  furniture  alike. 

Let  me  briefly  cite  an  example.  Classroom  furniture  is 
something  which  is  required  by  all  schools  at  one  time 
or  another.  One  district's  requirements  for  classroom 
furniture  would  constitute  a  relatively  small  order  and 
consequently  would  not  provide  that  district  with  any 
degree  of  purchasing  power.  However,  a  combination  of 
two  or  more  such  orders  could  negate  the  above 
disadvantages  and  place  those  districts  collectively  in  a 
much  more  favorable  position  than  any  one  individually 
would  enjoy.  I  feel  that  this  kind  of  thinking  among  all 
the  districts  can  work  to  everyone's  advantage. 

Another  area  which  can  be  critical  to  efficient 
management  is  that  of  maintenance  of  plant.  With  the 
assistance  of  the  building  principals,  I  hope  to  establish 
a  planned  systematic  maintenance  program  for  all  of  our 
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buildings.  Hopefully  this  will  allow  School  Boards  to 
more  accurately  project  their  budgetry  requirements  in 
this  area. 

In  summary,  with  the  steady  increase  in  all  costs  it  is 
imperative  that  each  school  district  continue  to  seek 
new  methods  of  holding  or  reducing  operating  costs. 
One  such  way  is  through  open  communication  and 
cooperation  among  individual  districts  in  the  Super- 
visory Union. 

I  look  forward  to  serving  your  school  system  in  the 
months  and  years  ahead.

These  estimated  per  pupil  costs  for  1969-70  are  the 
basis  for  setting  tuition  rates  for  1970-71;  a  rental 
charge  is  added  to  make  up  the  total  tuition.  The  new 
tuition  rates  for  1970-71  compare  with  the  state 
estimated  average  per  pupil  costs  of  $753  per  High 
School  pupil  and  $653  per  Junior  High  pupil  exclusive 
of  rental  charges.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

School  Health  Services  in  our  towns  have  included 
two  new  programs  this  year.  Along  with  our  usual 
schedules  of  vision  and  hearing  screening  and  referrals; 
physical  examinations;  dental  hygiene  and  education; 
free  summer  dental  program  supported  by  the  State 
Department,  Division  of  Dental  Public  Health;  Immuni- 
zations; Tuberculin  testing  for  Grades  !  and  7,  plus 
Staff;  and  the  ever  important  Health  Education,  we  have 
added  a  new  service  for  age  4  and  5  pre-school  children. 
This  program  embrases  a  double  purpose  of  early 
detection  of  Lazy-eye  and  significant  developmental 
lags,  and  was  carried  out  in  each  town  last  June 
following  the  closing  of  schools.  Although  attendance 
was  not  as  high  as  we  hoped,  we  felt  that  the  program 
was  well  worthwhile.  Over  54  children  in  all  attended 
and  of  these,  7  were  appropriately  referred  for  further 
evaluation  and  follow-up.  Had  these  children  not  been 
discovered  until  a  few  months  before  entering  Grade  1, 
their  early  school  experience  might  very  well  prove  less 
successful.  With  adjustment  of  dates  and  time  we  hope 
for  better  attendance  at  the  next  screening. 

Another  program  which  has  closely  involved  the 
attention  of  your  School  Nurse  along  with  Sister  Marie 
Timothy  of  St.  Michael's  school,  Exeter,  and  members 
of  the  appointed  Planning  Committee,  is  an  in-service 
training  course  for  Professional  Personnel  entitled, 
"Recognition  and  Management  of  Children  with  Learn- 
ing Disabilities  within  the  Classroom".  Over  220  educa- 
tors from  40  towns  are  registered  in  this  course  and 
outstanding  lectures  have  contributed  up  to  date, 
interesting,  and  factual  material  each  week.  Through 
education  only  can  we  best  expect  profitable  returns 
from  our  efforts  to  establish  improved  understanding 
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and  management  of  special  children  in  the  classroom.  If 
each  member  registered  in  this  seminar  gains  a  little 
better  understanding  of  the  children  who  are  perplexing 
in  the  classroom,  and  acquires  more  effective  methods 
of  helping  these  children,  we  may  rightly  feel  that  its 
benefits,  by  touching  the  lives  and  problems  of  innumer- 
able children  throughout  our  schools,  can  be  realized. 
The  preparation  and  organization  of  this  program  has 
involved  many,  many  hours  of  several  peoples'  time  and 
we  are  indepted  to  all  who  have  contributed  toward  its 
promising  results. 

In  December  there  was  a  spark  of  hope  in  the  air  for 
the  possibility  of  a  part  time  assistant  in  this  School 
Health  Service.  The  spark,  however,  failed  to  develop 
into  reality.  Now  covering  5  towns  and  6  schools  with 
an  ever  increasing  enrollment  creating  a  load  far  beyond 
the  State  recommendation,  I  found  this  decision  some- 
thing less  than  encouraging.  While  I  am  aware  of  the 
many  demands  and  limited  funds  1  do  nevertheless, 
hope  that  another  year  new  consideration  may  be  given 
this  need  and  money  allocated  for  the  purpose. 

Many  hours  have  been  contributed  by  School  Health 
Volunteers  and  I  cannot  commend  them  enough  for 
their  efficient  and  most  valuable  help  in  the  many  ways 
they  have  served  this  Department. 

Continued  support  of  the  School  Board  (s),  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  the  Principals  and  members  of  the 
Staff  is  greatly  appreciated  and  has  been  most  helpful  to 
me  in  carrying  out  the  School  Health  Program.
